A VESSEL DESTROYER. 


War-Ships at the Mercy of Ericssen’s New 
Projectile. 

NEw Yor«, March 14.—In the latter part of 
this week, probably on Thursday, the 17th, 
the ** #rial Sub-Aquatic Projectile,’’ to the 
invention of which Ericssen devoted so many 
years of study, will be tested at Fort Wads- 
worth, under the supervision of the Board of 
Ordnance and Fortifications. ¢ Gen. Schofield 
willcome from Washington to witness the 
test, the result of which will be awaited with 
interest by those who watch the progress of 
invention in modern warfare. The #rial 
sub-aquatic projectile is expected to prove 
more successful than Ericssen’s sub-marine 


progectiie. which was tested some time ago 
y the Navy Department and was found to 
possess enough defects to render its use im- 
practicable until perfected. 

The new rrojectile may be used either on 
land or at sea. It may be fired from a gun 
mounted on any part of a vesselor froma 
fort. In making the test it will be discharged 
from the piece of ordnance at Fort Wads- 
worth known as the ‘*‘old destroyer,’’ which 
has been fitted for the purpose, although a 
Special pneumatic gun will be provided for 
the projectile if the test proves successful. 
The projectile does not differ essentially from 
the ordinary Cigar-shaped one. It carries 300 
pounds of dynamite or gun cotton. A charge 
of powder sufficient to carry the projectile 
not more than three miles will be used for 
the test, it having been decided that a charge 
capable of throwing the projectile a greater 
distance would be dangerous on account of 
the missile’s contents. Tne muzzle velocity of 
the projectile is therefore only 548 feet, a 
trifle more than a quarter of the velocity at- 
tained by less highly charged projectiles. 

The projectile strikes the water at an angle 
in order that its work may be thoroughly 
done. The aim must be very exact as the 
projectile will not explode unless the percus- 
sion cap at its end strikes some portion under 
waterof the vessel soughtto be destroyed. 
When the projectile strikes the waterit will 
Still have sufficient velocity to trave! 500 feet 
underneath the water, The depth at which 
it may travel under the water is regulated by 
an ingenious device, and in is also mitted with 
rudders or fins which, having been adjusted 
before the projectile is discharged, steer it 
in a straight course against the ves 
sel. The projectile will ordinarlly 
travel under water ata depthof about ten 
feet, or below the armor of the vessel which 
it is intended to destroy. Whenthe point of 
the projectile strikes the vessel the charge 
will be exploded by the percussion cap, and 
it is seid that there is no naval vessel inthe 
world that could be saved from complete de- 
struction with soimmense a charge of dyna- 
mite exploded underneath one of its vulnera- 
ble parts. Tests will also be madeat Fort 
Wadsworth next weekof pneumatic gun 
carriage firing, with Seabury breech mechan- 
isms. There willalso betests of new forms 
of siege guns.

TO KILLTHE SULTAN 


Plot Discovered to Assassinate Abdul 
Hamid #1. 


TIMELY WARNING RESULTS IN THE AB- 
REST OF THE CONSPIRATORS. 


Partisanship in Canada Has Reached the 
Fighting Point ~— Police Vigilance in 
Paris Rewarded by Finding Dynamite 
—An Indian Rebel Leader Condemned 
to Death—General Foreign News. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, March 14.—Great excite- 
ment has been caused here by what the 
police claimis the discovery ofa plot to as- 
sassinate the, Sultan, Abdul Hamid MII. 
Rumors that such a plot Was in existence had 
come to the knowledge of the police, and 
every effort was made to run the conspira- 
tors toearth, Clew after clew was followed 
only to result in disappointment, until finally 
the police almost came to the conclusion that 
the rumor wasahoax. They, however, did 
not cease their vigilance, and yesterday they 
were rewarded by the capture of two 
men who - are believed to have 
been selected by the cons plra- 
tors to carry out their designs 
against the Sultan. Information came to the 
ears of the authorities that if a close watch 
was Kept onthe Yildiz Kiosk the men who 
sought to encompass the death of the Sultan 
might be discovered... Anumber of police- 
men were quietly dispatched to the Kiosk, 
but at first they found nothing to warrant 
suspicions. They made a search of the 
buliding and ina short time discovered two 
men who were seeking to hide themselves 
from the searchers, These men were pounced 
upon and draggedto a police station, where 
asearch of their clothing revealed the fact 
that each of them was armed with a revolver 
and dagger. No doubt is entertained that it 
was their intention to assassinate the Sultan. 
No further detalis of the conspiracy have yet 
been learned, but summary measures will 
be taken to compel the prisoners to confess 
all they Know of the affair. 

The existence of ac onspiracy to dethrone 
Abdul Hamid has been Known for some time 
in Constantinople. 
epiraters is to place Raschid Effendi on the 
throne of Turkey, and the movement has 
many adherents throughout the Ottoman 
Empire. It has been known fora longtime 
that the ex-Sultan Murad isin such a condi 
tion of physical and mental incapacity that 
his former partisans have quite abandoned 
any thought of seeing him restored to the 
throne. Failingin Murad, they have turned 
toanother brother of the Sultan, Raschid 
Effendi, who Is next eligibie in the succession 
accordi to law. 

The revdellion In Yemen is said to have been 
inaugurated and fostered by ‘lurks in high 
places who D2iieve ‘that Sultan Abul Hamid 
thinks far more of himself and Constantin- 
ople than the rest of the empird. The natural 
consequence is discontent and disorder, 
which such an administration as that of 
Turkey ie-powerless. to crush, despite its 
cruel nféthod of punishing those whoincur the 
displeasure of the sovereign orare supposed 
to stand fn his way. 

Since Abdul Hamid, mounted the throne, 
sixteen years ago,his elder brother and pred- 
ecessor, Murad, has ‘been immured as a 
state prisoner at Cheragan,.a palace on the 
Bosphorus, near the splendid palace of Dolma 
Bagtchne, which is devoted tothe reception 
and entertainment of foreign embassadors 
and princes visiting Constantinople. During 
all this time Murad’s nearest and dearest 
friends have not been permittedto seeor 
correspond with him orhave the certainty 
whether heis living or dead. No boat or 
caique is ever allowed toapproach near the 
bank on which the palace- prison is situated, 
and both byland and water the entrance

Neither is his face or figure ever seenat any 
of the windows of the palace wherein he has 
been buried alive forall these long years—if 
he has survived his imprisonment. 

The ascension of Murad tothe throne was 
heralded by a palace tragedy ofthe sternest 
sort—namely, the murder of his uncle, Abdul 
Aziz. His pretended suicide has iong since 
been discredited and disbelieved by those 
who should know best the circumstances sur- 
rounding that occurrence. Notfinding Mu- 
rad sufficiently pliable for their purposes, the 
conspirators,after a few weeks’ trial, quietly 
deposed him by a palace pilot, headed by his 
Ministers and the Sheltkul-Islam, ‘‘the head 
of the faith,’’ without any popular disturb- 
ance or effusion of blood. His brother was 
deciared Sultan, and Murad disappeared 
from the sight of man, Ukea bubble vanish- 
ing from the face of the waters.

On Aug. 6, 1964,a month and ten days be- 
fore Gen. Custer’s report, Col. Aleer wrote 
aietterto Secretary Stanton tendering his 
resignation. In this letter he said: 

1. I have been in the military service of the 
Tnited States neerly three years. having enlisted in 
August, 1561, and have been off duty but eight davs 
except on account of wounds, six of those eight 
days being on account of sickness. 

2. My private business at Lome has become euch, 
and in such condition, thatmy presence there to at- 
tend toit is neceserry im order to enabie me to suave 
anything from it. 

President Lincoln indorsed this letter as 
follows: 

Let this resignation be accepted, 

Aug. 8, 1564. A. LINCOLN. 

It will be seen the acceptante by the Presi- 
dent was dated a month and eight days 
eartier than the dates of Gen. Custer’s letter 
registering him. After leaving the President 
with his accepted resignation in his pos: es- 
sion, Col. Alger learned that there was pros- 
ag of an active campaign ip the Shenandoah 

‘alley. He did not present his resignation at 
the War Department, but hastily rearranzed 
his business as wellas possible and started 
for the scene of operations arriv- 
ing, on account of misinformation as to 
the time of the departure of the train, one 
day late, It will be seen that Col. Alger did 
not have to report to his Brigadier Com- 
mander at all if he had desired to quit the 
service atthattime. He did not present his 
resignation, but went to the front. Siz 
weeks later, on Sept. 16, 1864, the date of Gen. 
Custer’s report and seven days before it had 
received its final tndorsements, he tendered 
his resignation anew. The same day, it was 
accepted by the President. The acceptance 
was indorsed bythe Secretary of Wer on 
Sept. 17 and, by special order of Sept. 2, 
1864, signed by Adjt.-Gen. E. D. Townsend, 
he was honorably discharged from the ser- 
vice of the United States. 

The papers which accompan 
record, include a letter from Gen. Custer to 
the Secretary of War, dated Oct. 19, 1862, tn 
which Custer recommends him for a Briga- 
dier-Generalship, saying: 

Asanoficer and agentieman Col. Algers justi 
enjoysthe highest esteem of both his command an 
his commanding officers. Ever ready to periorm his 
dutyjand any andal] times and zealous in the cause for 
which we are tghting, be has proved himeecif 
worthy of highest confidence of ali. I therefore 
earnestly and cordially recommead bim to yo ur con- 
sideration, fully believing that apy trast reposed in 
him wil te skilifuliy and feith- 
fuily performed by bi, with honor 
to himself anc eredit to our srmy and to the 
noble cause in which we are engaged. 

This application was renewed by Custer 
under date of June %, 1864, indorsed by Gen. 
Sheridan June 2%, forwarded without com- 
ment by Gen. Meade July 5, sent by Gen. 
Sheridan to the Adjutant-General of the 
Army of the Potomac on July li, and ap- 
proved by Meade July 2, 1964. Ou the 
day Gen. Grant wrote a letter approving all 
the recommendations in the ist in which 
Aiger’s name appeared.

SPANISH ANARCHISTS. 


Public Opinion Satisfied With the Recent 
Acquittals. 


Maprip, March 14.—The acquittal of the re- 
maining Anarchist prisoners at Xeres, is not 
wondered at. The executions excited the 
greatest disgust and horror throughout 
Spain. Wm. iH. Laelle, an English 
merchant, who was in Xeres on the 
occasion of the execution, says it was 
the most horrible spectacie thai he had 
ever witnessed. A scaffold had been spdcially 
erected alongside the wall of the prison fac- 
ing the square, and on this was placed four 
chairs fastened to a stake to which was fixen 
a powerful lever, which was to work the 
screw of the garrote. Inside the prison a 
large cell had been draped with crepe, and 
in this gloomy apartment the condemned 
men spent the last few hours of their lives 
with monks, who exhorted them without 
ceasing to repent their sins, and thus prepare 
to meet their God. At5 o'clock a priest cele- 
brated mass imeche cell, and the monks en 
deavored to once more rouse the Anarchists to 
the performance of their religious duties.

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IT IS UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 


State Supreme Court Decision onan Anti- 
Trust Law. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 14.—The Su- 
preme Court to-day passed upon the consti- 
tutionality of the anti-pool and trust law of 
1889, or rather that section of the law which 
required an officer of acorporation to make 
affidavit of non-connection with trusts, etc. 
The court holds that tomake suchan afflda- 
vit will criminate the official makingit, ana 
as this would be a violation of constitutional 


right, the law is unconstitutional. The Sim- 
mons Hardware Co., when called upun by the 
Secretary of State, had refused to make said 
affidavit, and the opinion noted is the result 
of quo warranto proceedings on the part of 
the State to compela compiliance with the 
law. This law was amended two years later, 
the section which the court holds to be un- 
constitutional being eliminated.

We hope and believe that St. Louis will 
be spared any disgrace of this sort, but 


our conditions of official anaxychism are 


working towards the unbearable point. 
The rescue of our city depends upon the 
law-abiding citizens. They have the 
means of correction and protection within 
their hands. They can bring the power 
of public opinion vigorously expressed to 
bear upon Officials and drive them todo 
their duty. They have the means of pro- 
test. Theycan utilize the machinery of 
justice by joining heartily with the forces 
working for law and order and giving 
them aid and encouragement. They can 
testify before the Grand-jury and compel 
it to take action upon violations of law 
and official abuses. They can regulate the 
‘*bosses’’ through the ballot box. 

Itis for citizens to determine whether 
law or lawlessness shall prevail in St. 
Louis.

At 7:0 0’clock this morning the fall of a 
freight elevator at the Rohan Bros.’ Boller 
Manufacturing Co., northwest corner of Col- 
lins and Carr streets, resulted in the almost 
instant death of three men and the serioys 
wounding of two boys. The names of the 
killed are as follows: 

HENRY KEIseR, foreman of the sheet-iron 
department, aged 40 years, married, living 
at No. 1428 North Ninth street... 

FRANK Conn, boilermaker, aged 26 years, 
married, living at Twelfth and Geyer avenue, 

HvuGu Durry, rigger, aged 28 years, mar- 
ried, living at 1413 North Twelfth street. 

The wounded are: 

THOS. FLAHERTY, helper, aged 17, living at 
Seventh and Biddle streets, dangerously cut 
on back of the head and neck, with supposed 
internal injuries. 

MICHAEL SWEENEY, helper, aged 18,living at 
Ewing and Clark avenue, head and face 
bruised, supposed internal injuries. 

The accident occurred justa few minutes 
after the ringing of the bell for the men to go 
to work, and the fallofthe elevator was at 
the beginning of its firsttrip forthe day. 
The three men Killed werecrushedto death 
without warning, being standing at the bot- 
tom of the elevator shafton thefirst floor 
when the elevator dropped fromthe second 
floor,a fallofonly about twenty feet. The 
elevator was an open platform freight ele- 
vator, 14 by 7 feet wide, tron-bound and run- 
ning between upright iron posts. It weighed 
about eight hundred pounds, and was 
of Cincinnati pattern, havicg been put in the 
Rohan Bros.’ place about twelve years ago 
by Wim. O’Keefe, 416 North Third street, 
agent for a Cincinnati firm of elevator build- 
ers. On the elevator when it fell was a load 
of sheet iron plates weighing all together 
about 900 pounds, a heavy iron truck and the 
young men Flaherty and Sweeney, who were 


| bringing the elevator down on its first trip. 


The cause of the fall Was the breaking of the 
rope which ran the elevator, followed by the 
breaking of the clutches which should have 
held the elevator as it shot downward, 

HOW IT OCCURRED. 

Work for the day in the factory had not 
fairly begun when the fatal accident oc- 
curred. Most of the workmen, however, 
were in the north end of the building, onthe 
ground floor, and Mr. John Rohan, one of 
the proprietors, with Foreman James Nolan 
had just passed the elevator open shaft, 
which stands about midway in the large 
work-room. The building is a two-story 
brick structure, running from No. 1100 to 1120 
Collins street, and the second floor js used to 
store sheet-iron and other heavy iron stock. 
The accident came witha suddenness which 
at first resulted in a misunderstanding as to 
its nature and awful results. 

Just as the bell sounded for work to begin, 
the two boys, Flaherty and Sweeney, started 
upstairs the elevator down. 

they Henry 
depart- 
ment, standing on the first floor, directly 
under the elevator, which had been left on 
the second floorthe preceding night, called 
to his side Bollermaker Frank Conn and 
Rigger Hugh Duffy, and began explaining to 
them certain work which they wereto be 
placed on for the day. The floor on which 
the three doomed men stood, between the 
iron posts which supported the elevator, was 
of concrete blocks. ' 

According tothe incoherent story told im- 
mediately after the tragedy by Michael 
Sweeney, he and Flaherty rolled the truck 
loaded with sheet-iron on the elevator as 
soon asthey had gained the second floor. 
Then Sweeney pulled the rope to lower the 
elevator. to the firstfloor. At tbe first jerk 
of the rope it must have broken, for without 
a second’s warning the elevator shot down- 
ward.’ As itfell the two boys did not even 
have time to cry out, and the ton’s weight of 
iron and heavy wooden flooring crashed 
cdownward onthethree men without a sound 
to warn them of their danger. 

Nor was therea cry immediately following 
the pi oa & Keiser, Conn and Duffy, 
crushed to the concrete floorand pinned down 
underneath the elevator, uttered no sound, 
their skulls in all probability having been 
shattered beneath the awfulsweep of the 
elevator when it struck them, before bearing 
them prostrate and dying tothe floor. The 
two boys were hurled trom the elevator 
several feet eastward into the work-room by 
the shock of collision with the concrete 
blocks forming the elevator base. 

The first intimation of the accident to the 
hundred or more workmen in the north end 
of the building was the crash and rattle of 
the sheet-iron plates as the elevator struck. 

*‘*Somebody’s dropped a truekload of 
plates!’’ sang out one of the workmen. 

But two or three men had been standing 
near the elevator and they saw the three 
bodies borne down and pinioned underneath 
as the elevator stopped after its twenty-foot 
drop. Instantly a horrified cry rang out 
through the bulldifig: 

KELEASING THE BODIES. 

‘‘My God! There are men killed under the 
elevator!’’ 

Headed by Mr. John Rohan and Foreman 
James Nolan, allthe menin the building 
rushed at once to the scene, where a horrible 
sight met theireyes. Thrownto one side of 
the elevator, bleeding and almost uncon- 
scious, lay Thomas Flaherty, one of the ele- 
vator boys. Standing nearhim, also bleed- 
ing from the face and head, stood Michael 
Sweeney, his companion, gasping for 
breath and almost delirious from tne 
shock, From underneath the elevator ap- 
peared the limbs of thethree men crushed 
down to the concrete floor, teliing the ghast- 
lay tale of the real tragedy caused hy the 
elevator’s fall. Around the spot 
gathered the crowd of horrified work- 
men, and then came an awful 
experience inthe affair. With the elevator 
rope and clutches broken, the matter of 
raising it from the bodies of the three men 
underneath was a = the quick solu- 
tion of which might probably mean life or 
nar in to the men crushed down under its 
weight, 

‘*Unload that sheet-iron first, men!’’ shout- 
ed Mr. Rohan, and in another moment fifty 
hands had hurled the heavy iron plates from 
the elevator platform. 

‘*Now, here, adozenof you on each side 
with bars, raise the elevator sothat we can 
get these men from under it!’’ again com. 
manded Mr. Rohan.

side bent their bacKs and their brawny 
muscles swelled and knotted under the strain 
as they slowly forced the elevator upward 
between Its fron posts. It had not been 
raised two feet from the blood-stained con- 
crete when the bodies of Keiser, Conn 
and Duffy were rescued from their dreadful 
death-trap. Once out from beneath 
the elevator the men were laid on the floor of 
the workroom tothe west. All three of them 
were still breathing, but were dying with 
every breath, thejr skulls being crushed and

MR. ROHAN’S STATEMENT. 

‘It was an awful affair. Ido not know 
that there was asingle eye witness tothe 
trage itself, although the moment after- 
ward there was, of course, a crowd about the 
spot. I was in the north endof the. building 
getting the men placed at work for the day, 
when I heard the shouts and cries of those 
who had happened to be standing near the 
elevator. lat once hurried back, followed 
by all the men, and with Foreman Nolan 
directed the work of removing the 
three bodies from underneath the elevator. 
It was an awful job, for we had to use iron 
bars to pry the elevator off their bodies. 
They were all dying when we finally got them 
out. I cannot understand what caused the 
cable to break. All the men kilied were 

ood, steady men and had been with us for a 
ongtime. They were also all married and 
leave families.’’ 

Foreman James Nolan said: ‘‘One of my 
men, who was near the elevator when It fell, 
told me that Foreman Kelser of the Sheet- 
iron Department had just stepped between 
the elevator posts,for a minute or so and had 
called Frank Conn and Hugh Duffy to him to 
give them their instructions for the day’s 
work. As they stood thero the 
elevator came dashing down on 
them without warning, crushing them 
to the ground and pinning themthere. I 
can give no explanation of the accident. The 
load on the elevator was notafullload. We 
have had no previous trouble with the ele- 
vator. and it was overhauled and fixed up 
not very long ago. Noone bas yet been sent 
to notify the families of the dead men. 
suppose the police will do that, as they know 
how to handle such affairs better than others. 
We made no attempt to work after the acci- 
Gent occurred. The men have all gone home 
for the day.’’ 

Joseph Casey, emvloyed at the Rohan 
Bros.’ establishment and living at 2215 War- 
ren street, was an eye-witnessof the accli- 
dent, Hetold the storyas already related 
above, and will be a witness at the Coroner’s 
inquest on the bodies of the three victims. 

Strange to say, the elevator, a heavy 
wooden platform, bound and ribbed with 
iron bars, seems to have suffered but little 
injury by § its twenty-foot drop, as 
its floor presents an unbroken appearance 
and its sides are apparently as strong as 
ever. Theiron clutches running downward 
along the two iron pillars between which the 
elevator worked were torn out of their 
grooves by the downward sweep of the ele- 
vator and were scattered on the floor beside 
the scene of the tragedy. The broken rope 
which caused the accident Was of one inch 
woven steel andis statedto have been put 
inless than @ year ago. 

THEIR INJURIES. 

The dead men are laid out on slabs atthe 
Morgue awaiting the Coroner’s inquest, 
which will be held to-morrow. Conn seems 
to have been the worst injured, the back of 
his head bDelng mashed in and his back 
broken, as also both of hislegs. Duffy hasa 
hole two or three inches square ih the back 
ofhis skull, the brain being exposed. The 
extent of Kelser’s injuries is not ee: 
He is probably injured internally. The in- 
quest is set for 11 o’clock to-morrow morn- 
ing. ‘ 

THE CAUSE OF THE TRAGEDY. 

The cause of the accident will of course be 
the thing thatthe Coroner’s jury will most 
carefully inquire into. When Manufacturer 
John Rohan was asked to-day why the rope 
had broken he shook his head and said 

‘*I don’t know. It seems very mysteri- 
ous.’’ 

** Was the cable weak?’’ 

‘*‘No. It’saninchcable and comparative- 
ly new. It’slessthan a year old. Whenone 
of our cables shows signs of weakness we 
take it out and put in anew one. This one 
seemed to be perfectly good. I can’t under- 
stand why it gave way,’’ he added, looking 
up to the dangling cable with its broken 
strands of wire over his head. 

‘*‘What weight was on the rope, 
broke?’’ 

‘‘The two boys, about 120 pounds apiece,

PRONOUNCED SAFE BY INSPECTION. 
**When did you have it inspected last?’’ 
‘*‘About a year ago. No, less than that; 

We reconstructed the 
elevator then, and the Inspector came 
around and said it was in good shape.’’ 

‘*Where did you get the cable?’’ 

‘*‘] don’t Know. ‘The young man in the 
office will tell you.’’ 

The young man alluded to is James F., 
Rohan, the son of John Rohan, who isthe 
bookkeeper of the manufactory. He said as 
he leaned over the elevator shaft and looked 
at the cable: ’ 

‘*The rope does not seem to have broken 
but the wires look as if they had pulled out,’ 

**Where did you get it?’’ 

‘*I don’t know where it camefrom. John 
Rohan knows.’’ 

‘*po you think it was big enough to stand 
the strain?’’ 

‘Certainly. Even a manilla rope of that 
size would bear the weight that was on the 
elevator.’’ 

STATEMENTS OF ELEVATOR INSPECTORS 

Boller Inspector John J. Burke’s office has 
charge of the elevator inspection of the city. 
Deputy Charles E. Wells has the elevators 
under his direct supervision, and thereisa 
corps of special elevator inspectors attached 
to the office, Deputy Wells was found in his 
office to-day, and with him was Special Ele- 
vator Inspector Oscar T. Buchanan, in whose 
district the manufactory of the Rohan 
Bros. is. 

‘*‘What do you think caused the accident?’’ 
Deputy Wells was asked. He had not heard 
of it, and he and Inspector Buchanan asked 
aboutit eagerly. ‘‘You had better §° up 
there at once, Oscar,’’ sald Deputy Wells 
‘‘and make an examination.’’ 

‘*When was the elevator inspected?’’ 

*‘*It has never been inspected by this 
office,’’ said Deputy Wells. ‘*‘We have no 
record of the elevatoron our books. This is 
the first information we have had that there 
was an elevator there.’’ 

‘*Doesn’t the elevator law require ele- 
vators to be inspected at reguiar intervals?’’ 

‘*Certainly, Here ig the law bearing on 
this case.’’ Deputy Wells got out a printed 
sheet, and pointed out the following sections 
from the city ordinances: 


THE LAW AND THE PENALTY. 


It shall be the duty of every person operating or 
using any passenger or freight elevator in any build- 
ing within the limits of the city of St. Louis to cause 
the same to be inspected and examined by the In- 
——— of Boilers and Elevators at least once in 
three months (excepting elevators operated excius- 
ively by hand, whieh shall be inspected at least once 
every six months), and every such person s 
apply to and procure from the pector of Boilers 
and Elevators, within five days aftersuch inspection, 
a certificate to the effect that said elevator is ina 
safe and sound condition, and said certi 
be kept in public view by having the same posted as 
near as possible to the entrance of the elevator 

The users of all power elevators empioy & 
competent person to operate and run same, who 
shall havea proper knowledge of all the parts of the 
machinery for the working of the elevator of which 
he may have charge, and who sfall not be less than 
16 years of age, and of industrious and sober habits. 
Whenever it shall become evident to the Inspector 


of Boilers and Elevators that any person employed in 


the above capacity is incompetent or antrustworthy, 
he shall notify me fod... of said elevator, who shall at 
once replace the incompetent employe with a quali- 
fied operator. 

The Inspector of Botlers and Elevators shall be 
notified of any changes to be made by owners or users 
of elevators.

They will, 
Iam sure, vote with the Republicans, and 
thus manifest their disapproval of the bill 
manufactured by the Democratic caucus.’’ 

The bill will come up for passage about 
Wednesday or Thursday. 

It is reported here to-day that the Demo- 
crats propose toreach out and take inthe 
only district assigned to the Republicans.

Louis, St. Louls and Franklin Moun- 
ties. The plan, it is under- 
stood, is to give the nomination 
to Adolphus Busch, the head of the Anheuser- 
Busch Brewing Co. Busch, it is said, is 
thoroughly in accord with everything Demo- 
cratic and will accept the nomination. Ifhe 
does he will have the brewery voteof South 
St. Louls, which will very probably elect 
him. The Republican majority in St. Louis 
County is about 1,700, while Franklin County 
is good for about 500. Busch, it is claimed, 
cancarry the strong Republican wards in 
South St. Louis without an effort.

Judge James Gibson of Kansas City 
and Rev. Pope Yeaman of Columbia, both 
gubernatorial aspirants, are onthe bills for 
speeches, which will! be delivered inthe hall 
ofthe House of Representatives under the 
auspices of the Jefferson City Democratic 
Club. The club concetved the idea of invit- 
ing all the candidates tothe capital early in 
the sessionand extended itsjfirst invitation 
to ex-Congressman* W, J. Stone of 
Vernon County, who, it seems, is the first 
choice of that organization forGovernor. He 
accepted,but illness prevented his keepingethe 
engagement. Representative Dick Dalton 
was next invited, and he delivered a ringing 
Democratic speech last Thursday night. The 
club hopes before the adjournment of the 
extra session to hear from all the candidates, 
The candidates for the first place on the 
ticket have been watching developments at 
the capital closely since the special session 
opened, and re Democratic member has 
been interviewed by every Democratic can- 
didate. The candidates for Lieutenant-Goy- 
ernor, Attorney-General, State Treasurer 
and Rallroad Commissioner have been equall 
as active. Secretary of State Lesuer ana 
Auditor Siebert have also circulated freely 
amorg the members, though they have 
no declared competitors up to this time. 

Editor Kerby of the West Plains Gazette has 
been frequently mentioned asa candidate 
for State Treasurer, buthe has not yet de.- 
clared himself. He isa friend of Recorder of 
Voters Carlisle of 8t. Louls, and that official, 
itis said, will look to his interests in the 
metropolis if he does make the race,

list. Speaker Tuttie of Pettis and Speaker 
protem. Florea of Nodaway want the nomi- 
nation for Lieutenant-Governor. Representa. 
tive Hawkins of Dunklin desires to Attor- 
ney-Generai, and as everybody knows, Rep- 
resentative Dick Dalton of Ralls aspires to 
a four years’ residence in the executive 
mansion.

Toremove 
any ligering doubt she asked to see the frst 
fingeronthe lefthand. Henry had had this 
finger cut and broken andthe disfigurement 
was conspicuous. The left hand of the body 
inthe morgue showed that the first finger 
was cut and masbed in the same way. 

All five people felt certain that the body 
was that of Henry McShane, and the body 
was fixed up and shipped to Syracuse for 
burial. Even the undertaker, without know- 
ing the family relationship, said to Thomas 
aoe: **He looks very much like you.’’ 
When the body got to Syracuse some doubt 
was raised as to whether it was the body that 
was seen at the Morgue and identified, but it 
was finally buried as that of Henry McShane, 
Thomas, in this city, paying the funeral ex- 

nses. All the famjiy were satisfied that 

enry was dead, and Mrs. McShane went 
into mourning. 

Last week Thomas McShane, who Keeps a 
barber shopinthis city, was shaving a cus- 
tomer, when in walked Henry McShane, 

**l thought it was a ghost,’’ said Thomas 
aye ta tag toareporter. ‘* ‘Hello,’ says he. 

was ready to drop, and I said: ‘Whoare 
you?’ ‘Why, Henry, of course,’ said he, 
smiling, andlsaid, ‘Well, I’ll be hanged.’ 
There he was sure enough. He said he had 
been working at his trade as a cooper in Jer- 
sey City and Newark and around New York, 
but that he had heard nothing about his sup- 
posed death and burial. 

A few days after the burial of the supposed 
Henry McShane, Henry C. Turner was locked 
up in the Toombs on the charge of causing 
McS8hane’s death, as he was seenin his com- 
pany shortly before his disappearance. Tur 
ner is still in prison. Meantime somebody 
had secured a decent burial at the expense of 
Thomas McShane, to whom Henry ts indebted 
for the price of his funeral, while circumstan- 
tial evidence and ersonal identifications 
have received a decidea black eye.

Cold frosty weather continuesto prevail in En- 
giand. 

The growing wheatis to have another struggle for 
existence. 

A St. Petersburg cable says crop prospects are very 
unfavorable. 

Shipments: by barges to New Orleans, 47,390 bu 
wheat, 193,235 bu corn. 

During the month of March harvesting continues 
advancing in India and Egypt.

World’s Fair Matters—Judge Woods’ Con- 
firmation Laid Over. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 14.~Among the 
papers presented in the Senate and referred, 
was a protest by the Baltimore Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church against the 
enactment of further oppressive legislation 
against the Chinese people, as tending to 


cripple missicnary work in China 
through retaliatory measures. There 
were also hundreds of pe- 
titions presented from the gramges »bray- 
ing for legislation against gambling in 
‘*futures’’ and on various other subjects. 
Half an hour was occupied in the presenta- 
tion of such petitions. 

Senate joint resolution authorizing the 
Librarian of Congress to exhibit at the 
World’s Fair such books, papers, documents 
and other articles from the library of Con- 
gress as may relate to Christopher Columbus 
aad the discovery and the early history of 
America,was reported by Mr. Pettigrew from 
the Committee on the Quadro-Centennial and 
was passed.

as guests of the government, and directing 
the Secretary of State to make suitable ar- 
rangements for their reception and enter. 
tainment,

The joint resolution was placed on the 
calendar, 

Mr. Pettigrew, also from the same com- 
mittee, reported a joint resolution author- 
izingthe President to request the Govern- 
ment of Spain, the municipal Government of 
Genoa, the Duke of Veragua (a descendant of 
Columbus) and other persons and coi pora- 
tions for the loan of any articles, papers 
books, maps, documents and other relics of 
Christopher Columbus, and those associated 
with him for exhibition at the Columbian 
Exposition.
